The inventions of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7 and 9 do not appear to involve an inventive step over documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes art for welding tabular metal conductors (15 17 and 
b 1) by means of a pair of electrodes (7 and 9) separated from each other in the longitudmal duection 
of the conductors. Document 2 describes art for press welding tabular electrodes (4a and 4b ) while 
applying a load. When welding in this way, considering formation of region (5), a discolored part 
being formed as appropriate would be obvious to a person skilled in the art . 

The inventions of claims 3, 6, 8 and 10 do not appear to involve an inventive step oyer document 1 
and document 3 cited in the ISR. Document 3 (3 rd column, lines 9-12), suggests that Au works as a 
brazing filler metal to form an alloy layer. 

The inventions of claims 11 and 12 do not involve an inventive step over document 1 and document 4 
cited in the ISR The second embodiment described in document 4 relates to a weldmg device that 
Icauses a pair of electrodes (8 and 9) to move and come in contact with a connector. 

The inventions of claims 13-17 do not appear to involve an inventive step ^^^^^ 
cited in the ISR. Document 5 (paragraph [0024]) and document 6 (paragraph [0030]) describe the 
point that a core wire conductor of a cable and a connector are welded and connected to each other.
